Response to Argument 



Applicant, on page 10 of his response, argues that in contrast to what is disclosed in 
Kukkhovi, the invention as in claim 1 includes as a limitation that "the contacts bearer data store 
(lid lid') associates contacts with bearers so as to arrange the association information by 
contact," i.e. the contacts bearer data store includes information associating each contact with 
bearers to be used for that contact (where, as above, a "contact" is person that the user of the 
device might want to contact). However, the examiner disagrees. First, the claimed language is 
broad enough to read on applied prior art. For example, "association" or "associates" is broad 
enough to read on a simple relationship. Second, "contact" does not require either to be the user 
or a particular person as argued, or another. Applicant's argument are far more specific that 
claimed language. The examples provided by applicant are not required by claims. Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "obtaining 
association information from a contact data store where different possible bearers are provided 
arranged by contact" on page 9 of his response, and " a user providing one list for one contact, 
and another list for another contact on page 10 of his response,) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2dll81, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
